President Wilson tried to do tod much at 
once. His countrymen will finish his work 
in their own good time. We are convinced 
that, sooner or later, America will under- 


take her share, and more than her share, 


of the world’s burden. She, too, has her 
domestic worries, and, by virtue of her 
geographical isolation, is more self-centred 
than the older States of Europe. .There-| 
fore, Europe must be patient. Senator 
Harding soon will take the place of Presi- 
dent Wilson, but the change of a man or
